A GRIEF TO CHURCHMEN?, 

It is right to say, for the good name of our 
citizens as a whole, that none of these sacred 
buildings was destroyed maliciously. | We are 
all thankful that the late rebellion did not 
eriginate in theological hatreds. That would 
have been an added bitterness. Some of those 
who took part in the rebellion were of our own 
Church. I grieve to say it, but it is true, and 
we are ashamed of them. (Hear, hear.) The 
Church of Ireland has many critics, and we are 
charged with many faults, but it is not our 
way to condone crime even when the criminal 
is of our faith. (Hear, hear.) This/is not a 
political matter; it is a matter of right and 
wrong. And we hold that the killing of un- 
armed policemen and soldiers, as the signal for 
revolution, was wicked as well as cowardly. 


(Applause.) 
THE GREAT WAR. 

I am glad to turn away from this sad chapter 
in the history of Dublin. If it ea 
able and law-abiding men together, g may 
even yet come out of evil. Byt the prospect is 
still datk. The great war is being pressed on 
all fronts to the advantage of our Allies and 
ourselves, and we are thankful, for we believe 
our cause to be the cause of righteousness. In 
this gigantic struggle thousands of our country- 
men have borne themselves nobly. The honour 
of the Irish regiments stands high to-day. But 
how will it be a year hence? There is a danger 
that the splendour of the service and sacrifice 
of the Irishmen who have given themselves 
already to the great crusade may blind our 
eves to the failure of the many thousands who 
still keep aloof and apart. We churchmen in 
these united dioceses, as I told you last year, 
had contributed 5,500 officere and men to the 
fighting forces of the Crown before May, 1915. 
I have no exact figures since that date, but 
the number has been considerably increased. 
So far as officers are concerned there are very 
few additional sources of supply among us, for 
the gentry of Ireland have sent their sons un- 
grudgingly. But I hope that we shall not stay 
to ask, “‘ How much have we done P' but rather 
ask, ‘“‘How much more can we do?”’ That is 
the true question, and among our farmers in 
particular there are plenty of young men who 
eught to in France at this moment, and 
not feeding cattle at home. (Hear, hear.) 

RECRUITING IN IRELAND. 

I shafl not say anything now about the 
humiliating fact that and is excluded from 
the obligation of compulsory national service. 
But I say this—and I only speak of churchmen 
and to my own people—if we fail to do our 
utmost, and do not send to fight every available 
man thet we have got, we shall live to rue our 
apathy and half-heartedness; we § shall 
shamed in the face of Christendom in the days 
to come. Our diocese has supplied, as you 
know, many chaplains to the Army in its need. 
I thank again the rectors who have taken 
double burdens on themselves, by encouraging 
their younger colleagues to minister to our 
soldiers abroad. There are some parishes in 
Dublin at this moment in which the rectors are 
trying to do more than is possible. But 1 
think that the lay people know it and appre- 
ciate it. Our chaplains have done well; I have 
had letters from them from Egypt, from the 
Balkans, ‘from France. I will only name one 
chaplain from Dublin Diocese—the Rev. John 
Thom, late curate of St. Catherine’s, has quite 
lately been given the Military Cross for gallant 
service in the field. We are all proud of him 
indeed. (Applause.) 

WEEK OF PRAYER. 

The President went on to speak of the time 
when their young wen would return from the 
war. They would hold the keys of the future 
for the nation and the Church. No one would 
have a right to speak such as their right would 
be; they would have earned it by their blood 
and the blood of their comrades who had 
fallen on bebalf of those at home. It was be- 
cause they, churchmen, felt this that they were 
making a special effort to prepare themselves 
for their homecoming. That was part, and an 
important part, of the purpose of the Week of 
Praver that would be observed early next 
month. The preacher who endeavoured to reach 
the veteran soldiers who came by appeal- 
ing to their emotions was not very Jikely to be 
very successful. Fine phrases would not move 
men who had been living amid the ‘crash of 
shells and daily walking in the valleys of death. 
Nor would they trouble themselves greatly 
about spiritual luxuries; they would be content 
with the Bread of Life which was given in 
prayer and in sacrament, and they would be 
content with nothing less. ‘So, once again, the 
effort of the Mission was to bring them. back 
to first principles, to the elementary truths of 
religion, which were the master keys of life. 
And therefore the Mission was for quiet, re- 
served, educated laymen quite as much as for 
women and clergy. There was nothing behind 
this Mission except the desire to learn better 
for themselves the meaning of their religion 
and the meaning of the prayers which they 
used. The clergy were very anxious to do their 
best. and he asked for the co-operation of their 
‘avmen. even though the effort to take part 
might be distasteful to that deep-seated reti- 
cence about sacred things which was so marked 
a feature of many men’s religion. The occa- 
sion and the opportunity were so unique that 
he did not think it had been out of place to 
dwell at some length on this effort of the Church 
in time of war. which at least had been con- 
ceived in a spirit of charity and earnestness of 
prayer.

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THE PRESIDENT’S REVIEW. 


REBUILDING IN DUBLIN. 
‘The Property Losses Committee had had con- 
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received a deputation from that Committee on 
the same subject, and appointed a deputation to 
wait on the Chief Secretary to present to him 
the view of the business community of Dublin. 
Since that interview Mr. Duke had stated in the 
House of Commons that of .1,235 claims 1,195 
had been paid in full; twenty-eight had pay- 
ments made on ‘account, and in only twelve 
cases had no payments yet been made. Pro- 
bably thos» figures represent claims for stock 
destroyed, and, as it appeared that no settle- 
ment for buildings damaged in the Sackville 
street area had yet been made, it was sincerely 
hoped that no unnecessary delay should take 
place, so that the building and reconstruction of 
that part of the city may be commenced as 
soon as possible. (Hear; hear.) 


COMPENSATION TO INNOCENT PERSONS. 

A committee was formed for the purpose cf 
urging upon the Government the necessity of 
dealing fairly with those loyal citizens who 
were injured, or the relatives of those who 
were killed during the rebellion. It was pleas- 
ing. to note that as a result of the representa- 
tions that were made the Government had now 
decided to give compensation, and a committee 
had, been appointed deal with the vatious 
eases. Mr. Jonathan Hogg and Mr. Charles 
Jacob hawing joined the Chamber's Committee, 
gave valuable aid in presenting the case to the 
Government. I 

TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 

Within the last few days representatives from 
the Belfast, Cork, Waterford, Limerick, Lon- 
donderry, and Armagh Chambers of Commerce 
attended in Dublin and met representatives of 
the Dublin Chamber in conference the sub- 
jet of trade after the war. Genera] subjects 
were discussed, and a report was being prepared. 
Uniform time and the Irish mail service had 
engaged the attention of the Council. 


INCOME TAX AND CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETIES. . 

The Association of Chambers of: Commerce 
had been making strong efforts to induce the 
Government to levy income tax on all tradi 
concerns registe under the Industrial a 
Provident Societies Acis as if they were limited 
companies, thus putting them on en equal basis 
with traders; And to this end an amendment 
was put down to the Finance Bill, The amend- 
ment was, however, ruled out of order. 

MINISTRY OF COMMERCE. 

The Council of the Chamber, in conjunction 
with the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
and other Chantbers, presented a memorial to 
the Prime Minister praying that steps might 
be taken to institute. a: Ministry. of: Commerce. 
It was to be hoped that the Government would 
institute such a Ministry, as it was the belief 
of’ the manufacturers avd merchants of the 
United. Kingdom that the functions of th 
Board af Trade were so, multifarious as to 
hibit its looking after the interests, in anything 

| of the trade of. 
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brass band, a piano, games such as cricket, 
football, draughts, ete., had been presented to 
the crew, and a sum of £20 had been forwarded 
to form the nucleus of a band fund. In addi- 
tion, cups for sailing, rowing, and gunhery 
would be presented, as well as a piece of plate 
for the captain.

NATIONAL SHELL FACTORY. 


As the Council and the Chamber had taken 
an interest from the beginning in the starting 
of a National Shell Factory in Dublin, it was 
interesting to note that 400 mén and 200 women 
were now engaged at that work, besides a large 
number engaged on munition work in many 
private firms.

ing, such as prevailed ag the present moment 
they could not feel that the moral side of the 
problem had received the attention it deserved. 
His (Mr, Shanks’s) object that day was, if pos- 
sible, to induce the Chamber to recognise the 
force of the appeals which he. had quoted. 
Apart from the obligation common to ail 
citizens in this matter, there was, he sub- 
mitted, a still more imperative call upon them 
arising out of their most intimate relationship 
with the working community as employers of 
labour, or, as persons deriving income directly 
from the operations of labour. (Hear, hear.) 
REFORM URGENT. 

It was urged, strangely enough, that the hous- 
ing question should not be taken seriously in 
hand until after the war, so as not to divert 
energy from the latter. Well, he, for one, was 
not disposed to delay or postpone effort while 
73,000 persons were herded together im 12,000 
single rooms, six io a room, in surroundings of 
disease and dirt which hardly bere description, 
while child life was being strangled year by 
year to an appalling extent, and while, im- 
credible as it may sound, they looked to the 
slums for soldiers to save the Empire at a time 
when tts very existence depended on. our finding 


them. (Applause.) The war had demonstrated’ 


that for efficiency im prar or peace. the pre- 
servation of human life and a deeent chance for 
the worker must be regarded as a paramount 
national interest. (Applause.) He now pro- 
posed that the Chamber should make a hegin- 
ning that day to go beyond the mere passing 
of resolutions, and appoint a ‘committee to 
organise the help which they could command. 
He suggested that it should include all mem- 
bers of the Chamber who were willing and who 
signify their adhesion within a month, and of 
citizeus who were not members of the Cham- 
ber whose help would be valuable. (Applause.) 
The upheavals in Dublin during 1911 and 1913, 
and the pert played by the Citizen Army dur- 
ing the rebellion, were sinister indications of 
much worse troubles to follow, unless the men 
of goodwill to whom Mr. Duke appealed doter- 
mine that the apathy--the criminal apathy— 
which had Dublin in its grip was grappled with 
and overcome.

Mr. A. Lloyd Blood said he considered that 
the Churches were to blame for some of the 
evils of the slums.

For instance, 
there might be a “ Slum Sunday ' as well as 
a “ Hospital Sunday.” In addition to costing 
u large amount of money, the last great strike 
in Dublin had the effect of putting back the 
clock ten years. 

Mr. James Brady said he feared that resolu- 
tions would end in nothing practical being 
dove. The housing of the poor in Dublin was 
6. scandal. Why, he asked, did the Corpora- 
tion not . issue stock which the commercial 
community could invest in, and with the money 
huild houses for the classes that badly needed 
them? The subject would have to be grappled 
with determinedly. 

Mr. George Bennett expressed his sympathy 
with Mr. Shanks'’s motion. The Corporation 
failed to enforce a proper system of inspection 
for their workmen's dwellings. 

Mr. John Moran said that if the commercial 
men of Dublin joined hands with the public 
hodies they could solve the problem. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. P. H. Grierson said that drink had a 
great deal to Yo with the wretched condition 
ot the dwellings of the poor. A great im- 
provement might be made if the tenants were 
under proper control.

DUBLIN FUSILIERS’ COMFORTS. 

Mr. Andrew Jameson, D.L., moved :— 

That the Chamber of Commerce approve of the 

objects of the Central Advisory Committee Roya! 
Dublin Fusiliers, and of the propesed method of 
raising funds, by asking commercial firms to sub- 
scribe sums monthly tor the next six months 
towards providing comforts for the battalions of 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers and for the prisoners 
of war of that regiment, 
This was, be said, a duty that fell to the 
citizens of Dublin, and which he believed they 
would not shirk. There were in existence 
several committees whose task it wag to” pro- 
vide comforts for the members of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers at the front, and to supply 
the prisoners from that regiment with food 
and clothing to enable them to live during the 
remainder of the war. The committees were 
distributed over four counties—Dublin, Kildare, 
Carlow, and Wicklow—and they had up to the 
present done excellent work. They had already 
collected and expended over £4,600 in providing 
comforts for the soldiers, and not a penny went 
in expenses, all the work being done voluv- 
tarily. They had now only £700 left, and 
comforts were uired in larger volume this 
winter than fast, se of the greater num- 
ber of men at tne front. Unless those at 
lcme supplied the necessaries the prisoners in 
the of the Germans would, undoubtedly, 
starve.
